NASA's last space 
shuttle blasts into 
history 



CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
— The space shuttle Atlantis 
soared into the heavens and the 
history books yesterday (July 
8), kicking off the last-ever 
mission of NASA's storied 
shuttle program. 

Despite a bleak forecast of 
thunderstorms and clouds, the 
shuttle beat the weather in a 
stunning midday launch, sail¬ 
ing into the sky on one final 
voyage. The coutndown to¬ 
ward liftoff took a dramatic 
pause at T minus 31 seconds 
while ground crews verified 
that a vent arm at the top of the 
shuttle was fully retracted. 
NASA was quickly able to 
push on toward liftoff. 

Atlantis blasted off just 
after 11:26 a.m. EDT from 
Launch Pad 39A here at 
NASA's Kennedy Space Cen¬ 
ter, thrilling huge throngs of 
spectators who had descended 
on Florida's Space Coast to see 
the swan song of an American 
icon. NASA estimated that be¬ 
tween 750,000 and 1 million 
people turned out to watch his¬ 
tory unfold before their eyes.

"Good luck to you and your 
crew on the final flight of this 
true American icon. Good 
luck, god speed and have a lit¬ 
tle fun up there,” shuttle launch 
director Mike Leinbach told 
the crew just before launch. 

After 135 launches over 30 
years, the space shuttle will 
never streak into the sky again.

UN: us breached int’i. British PM's ex-aide arrested 
law in Mexican execution over tabloid Scandal 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AFP) 
- The United States violated in¬ 
ternational law by executing a 
Mexican national who was de¬ 
nied his consular rights, UN 
human rights chief Navi Pillay 
said Friday. 

Texas carried out the con¬ 
troversial execution of Leal 
Garcia on Thursday, despite 
calls for reprieve from both the 
White House and Mexican 
government. 

"The execution of Mr. Leal 
Garcia places the US in breach 
of international law. What the 
State of Texas has done in this 
case is imputable in law to the 
US and engages the United 
States’ international responsi¬ 
bility," she added. 

At least 51 Mexicans on 
death row in the US, including 
Garcia, were not informed 
after their arrests that they 
could get legal help from the 
Mexican consulate, a violation 
of the Vienna Convention. 
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The International Court of 
Justice ruled in 2004 that the 
United States had to review the 
cases of the 51 Mexican na¬ 
tionals on death row because 
none of them had received 
consular services. This review 
never took place, the UN state¬ 
ment said. 

In a rare intervention, the 
US government’s top lawyer 
had urged the Supreme Court 
to spare Leal’s life, saying his 
execution would cause "ir¬ 
reparable harm" to US inter¬ 
ests. 

But the Supreme Court de¬ 
nied the request for a stay of 
execution in a 5-4 decision. 

US State Department 
spokeswoman Victoria Nuland 
said Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton was "disappointed" 
that Texas went ahead with the 
execution. 



LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Police arrested David 
Cameron’s ex-media chief and 
a former royal reporter over 
Britain's tabloid phone hacking 
row Friday as the prime minis¬ 
ter promised urgent inquiries 
into the spiralling scandal.

ference of his year in power, 
but he defended his decision 
to hire Andy Coulson, the for¬ 
mer editor of Rupert Mur¬ 
doch's News of the World 
tabloid, which is to shut this 
weekend. 

He admitted the scandal 
went to the heart of the British 
establishment, saying: "The 
truth is, we have all been in 
this together — the press, politi¬ 
cians and leaders of all parties, 
and yes, that includes me." 

Cameron said he gave 
Coulson a "second chance" 
after he quit the News of the 
World in 2007 when two peo¬ 
ple were jailed over voicemail 
hacking. Coulson resigned as 
his communications chief in 
January, saying continuing 
claims were a distraction. 

Murdoch surprised ob¬ 
servers on Thursday when he 
killed off the 168-year-old 
News of the World, Britain's 
biggest-selling Sunday paper, 
amid claims that it hacked the 


voicemails of a murdered girl 
and the families of dead sol¬ 
diers. 

Cameron announced that he 
would set up a public inquiry 
led by a judge into the furore 
around the paper, as well as a 
second inquiry into the way in 
which the British press is reg¬ 
ulated. 

As he was speaking, Lon¬ 
don's Metropolitan Police ar¬ 
rested Coulson by appointment 
at a south London police sta¬ 
tion "in connection with alle¬ 
gations of corruption and 
phone hacking". 

The corruption allegations 
refer to alleged improper pay¬ 
ments to police officers by the 
paper when Coulson edited the 
News of the World from 2003 
to 2007. 

Police raided the offices of 
another British weekly tabloid, 
the Daily Star Sunday, where 
Goodman had worked as a 
freelance reporter over the past 
year. 


DR. Congo plane carrying 
112 crashes, some survivors 


KINSHASA, DR Congo 
(AFP) - A plane carrying 112 
people crashed as it attempted 
to land in stormy weather in 
eastern Democratic Republic 
of Congo Friday, but at least 
53 people have survived, the 
air company said. 

The plane, operated by 
Hewa Bora Airways, crashed 
at Kisangani airport in the 
northeast of the country. 

"We don't know how many 
people are dead but there are 
at least 53 survivors from a 
total 112 passengers and per¬ 
sonnel crew," the airline's di¬ 
rector Stavros Papaioannou, 
told AFP. "The crew members 
of the Boeing 727 are the first 
(confirmed) dead." 

"They arrived at Kisangani, 
there was bad weather, they 
tried to land without reaching 
the runway," he continued, 


adding that heavy rains at the 
time had hampered the rescue 
operation. 

The plane was on its regu¬ 
lar commercial route from 
Kinshasa to Kisangani and 
Goma when it was hit by the 
storm as it approached the air¬ 
port, Lambert Mende, a 
spokesman for the local ad¬ 
ministration said. 

A plume of black smoke 
could be seen at the end of the 
runway, an AFP journalist re¬ 
ported. But flights, which had 
been suspended after the 
crash, resumed a short time 
later. 

Plane accidents frequently 
occur in DR Congo which are 
often blamed on ageing and 
poorly maintained aircraft, the 
flouting of safety rules and bad 
weather.

This is an 
agreement that will signifi¬ 
cantly improve the quality of 
care and at the same time re¬ 
duce expenses in view of the 
fact that it will no longer be 
necessary to send patients to 
other countries for this type of 
diagnostic work. 


Heart caterisation is a diag¬ 
nostic procedure which pro¬ 
vides detailed information of 
the coronary arteries around 
the heart and information on 
exactly how the heart and its 
various valves are functioning. 

A patient who presents with 
a heart complaint will be re¬ 
quired to have his cardiologist 
examine his heart. The cardiol¬ 
ogist may decide to do a cater¬ 
isation to be able to obtain a 
more accurate diagnosis. 

In the past patients who 
needed to have this procedure 
done had to be sent to Colom¬ 
bia or Venezuela for this pro¬ 


cedure. However, now with 
this agreement, the AZV in¬ 
sured patient this can have this 
procedure done right here in 
Aruba. The Aruba Hospital has 
the necessary equipment, our 
local Cardiologists have the 
expertise to perform the proce¬ 
dure, hence this procedure will 
henceforth be done locally 
with the support of AZV 
This opens up a new area of 
positive development on 
Aruba in our effort to take the 
quality and care of patients on 
Aruba to the next level of ex¬ 
cellence.

NTT DoCoMo plans 
green-energy cellphone 
masts 



JAPAN — Japan's largest mo¬ 
bile phone operator, NTT Do¬ 
CoMo, plans to start 
powering its cellphone tower 
network with renewable en¬ 
ergy such as solar, wind or 
biomass, the company said 
Friday. 

The move could one day 
allow the company to feed 
excess electricity back into 
the grid, and would also act 
as a safeguard during power 
grid outages caused by natu¬ 
ral disasters such as the 
March 11 quake and tsunami. 

NTT DoCoMo, which has 
90,000 cellphone relay sta¬ 
tions, will start the project by 
building some 10 renewable 


energy facilities in fiscal year 
2012 to supplement the con¬ 
ventional electricity supply, 
media reports said. 

Daisuke Sakuma, a 
spokesman at NTT DoCoMo, 
told AFP that "we are plan¬ 
ning 'green transmission sta¬ 
tions,' which would be run on 
eco-energy such as bio-fuel 
cells, wind or solar power." 

"We have not decided de¬ 
tails yet, including how many 
stations would be operated 
that way," he said, adding 
that the company could one 
day sell excess energy, al¬ 
though for now its aim was to 
meet its own power needs. 

Sakuma said the move 
could also help protect the 
system against widespread 
blackouts. The March 11 
seismic disaster knocked out 
power lines and mobile 
phone transmissions in large 
parts of the Japanese north¬ 
east. 

"In the wake of a major 
earthquake, a power outage 
of many hours would disrupt 
our service... Our plan is also 
meant to be an anti-quake 
measure, in addition to the 
environmental concerns."

Landmark transplant uses 
stemcell-coated artificial 
windpipe 


STOCKHOLM- An interna¬ 
tional team of surgeons have 
successfully carried out the 
world's first transplant of a 
synthetic windpipe, the 
Swedish hospital where the 
groundbreaking operation 
took place said Thursday. 

On June 9, a 36-year-old 
man suffering from late stage 
tracheal cancer, received a 
new trachea, or windpipe, 
made from a synthetic scaf¬ 
fold and covered with his 
own stem cells, the Karolin- 
ska University Hospital in the 
Stockholm suburb of Hud- 
dinge said in a statement. 

The so-called regenerative 
medical procedure could, ac¬ 
cording to the hospital, revo¬ 
lutionise the field of trachea 
transplants, making them far 
more accessible. 

"Transplantations of tissue 
engineered windpipes with 
synthetic scaffolds in combi¬ 
nation with the patient's own 
stem cells as a standard pro¬ 


cedure means that patients 
will not have to wait for a 
suitable donor organ," it 
pointed out. 

This would be especially 
beneficial to children, "since 
the availability of donor tra- 
cheas is much lower than for 
adult patients," it said, stress¬ 
ing that having quick access 
to operations would in turn 
give patients a greater chance 
of recovery. 

The transplant team was 
led by professor Paolo Mac- 
ciarini of Karolinska and in¬ 
cluded professor Alexander 
Seifalian of the University 
College London, who de¬ 
signed and built the artificial 
windpipe. 

Researchers at Harvard 
Bioscience meanwhile made a 
special bioreactor used to seed 
the scaffold with the patient's 
stem cells, which were al¬ 
lowed to grow on the synthetic 
windpipe for two days before 
the transplant took place. 


"Because the cells used to 
regenerate the trachea were 
the patient's own, there has 
been no rejection of the trans¬ 
plant and the patient is not 
taking immunosuppressive 
drugs," Karolinska said, 
adding that the man was 
"well on the way to full re¬ 
covery and will be discharged 
from the hospital tomorrow 
(Friday)." 

The synthetic trachea had 
been used as a last possible 
option, according to the team, 
since the man's tumour had 
despite radiation treatment 
grown so large it was threat¬ 
ening to block his entire 
windpipe and there was no 
suitable donor available. 

Macciarini had already 
performed successful trans¬ 
plants of stem cell engineered 
tracheas, but in those cases 
the windpipes were taken 
from donors and then seeded 
with the transplant patient's 
stem cells. 



NASA needs new 'breakthrough/ says Obama 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA needs new technology 
breakthroughs to revitalize its 
mission to explore the uni¬ 
verse, President Barack 
Obama said Wednesday as 
the shuttle Atlantis was 
preparing for its final mis¬ 
sion. 

Asked during his first-ever 
Twitter town hall meeting 
about where America stands 
in terms of space exploration 
with the shuttle program 
about to end after 30 years, 
Obama said he was "proud" 
of the past but eager for a 
new leap forward. 

"We are still a leader in 
space exploration, but, 
frankly, I have been pushing 
NASA to revamp its vision," 
Obama said. 

"The shuttle did some ex¬ 


traordinary work in low-orbit 
experiments, the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station, moving 
cargo. It was an extraordinary 
accomplishment. And we're 
very proud of the work that it 
did," he added. 

"But now what we need is 
that next technological break¬ 
through." 


Obama, who axed 
NASA's Constellation pro¬ 
gram that would have re¬ 
turned astronauts to the 
moon, said that the United 
States should move beyond 
the space travel models it 
used in the 1960s for the 
Apollo program that first sent 
men to the moon.

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2008 crisis spurred 
rise in suicides in 
Europe 



The financial crisis that began 
to hit Europe in mid-2008 re¬ 
versed a steady, years-long fall 
in suicides among people of 
working age, according to a 
letter published on Friday by 
The Lancet. 

Researchers looked at mor¬ 
tality data provided by 10 Eu¬ 
ropean Union countries. 

They comprised six coun¬ 
tries — Austria, Britain, Fin¬ 
land, Greece, Ireland and the 
Netherlands — that had been 
EU members before 2004, and 
four — the Czech Republic, 
Hungary, Lithuania and Roma¬ 
nia — that joined afterwards. 

In 2008, suicides among 


people aged younger 
than 65 in the pre-en¬ 
largement states rose by 
almost seven percent 
over 2007, the letter 
said. 

The rise was espe¬ 
cially marked in Greece 
(+17 percent) and Ire¬ 
land (+13 percent), two 
of the worst-hit 
economies. 

’’This is... consistent with 
historical studies that show im¬ 
mediate rises in suicides asso¬ 
ciated with 'early indicators' of 
crisis, such as turmoil in the 
banking sector, which precipi¬ 
tates later unemployment," the 
epidemiologists said.In the 
four post-enlargement states, 
the number of suicides rose by 
one percent in 2008, but accel¬ 
erated from 2009 when job 
losses started to bite. 

Overall, mortality from all 
causes in the 10 countries re¬ 
mained stable. 

A macabre footnote to that 
decline is a slump in the avail¬ 
ability of organs for transplant.

Chocolate and its main ingre¬ 
dient, cocoa, appear to reduce 
risk factors for heart disease. 
Flavanols in cocoa beans have 
antioxidant effects that reduce 
cell damage implicated in 
heart disease. Flavanols also 
help lower blood pressure and 
improve vascular function. 
Dark chocolate contains more 
flavanols than does milk 
chocolate. One caveat: The 
evidence for the healthy bene¬ 
fits of flavanol-rich chocolate 
comes mostly from short-term 
and uncontrolled studies. 

In the meantime, if you 
want to add chocolate to your 
diet, do so in moderation. 
Why? Most commercial 
chocolate has ingredients that 
add fat, sugar and calories. 
And too much can contribute 
to weight gain, a risk factor for 
high blood pressure, heart dis¬ 
ease and diabetes. 

Choose dark chocolate 
with cocoa content of 65 per¬ 
cent or higher. Limit yourself 
to no more than 3 ounces (85 
grams) a day, which is the 
amount shown in studies to be 
helpful. Because this amount 
may provide up to 450 calo¬ 
ries, you may want to cut calo¬ 
ries in other areas or step up 
the exercise to compensate.

Recently we discovered an island of birds in front of the Valero 
Aruba Refinery, something rather unique in the world. 

The government is now charged with the responsibility for 
finding a way to protect these colonies of birds, especially the 
Bubi (as they are called here) birds. 

Bird expert Greg Peterson and Professor Adrian Del Nevo 
who is also a bird expert, and an expert on the conservation of 
bird habitats, invited the Aruba Ministers to visit the islands 
in front of the refinery in San Nicolaas to get a first hand view 
of the bird haven there. Professor Del Nevo revealed that there 
are about ten different species of birds living together in the 
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same area. This is very unique, because there is no 
other place in the world where this occurs accord¬ 
ing to Del Nevo. 

He urged the government to take the necessary 
steps to protect these birds from those who, for ex¬ 
ample, will want to take away the eggs from the 
bird nests. Taking away eggs from their nests al¬ 
ways disrupts the birds’ habitat. 

The islands are now being protected by employ¬ 
ees of Valero who prevent people from coming 
close to the area and from taking away the eggs. 
Perhaps, as was suggested, the area could be placed 
under surveillance by PARK Rangers of the Parke 
National Arikok who are well equipped to care for 
the island where the birds are. Or perhaps they can 
implement a Marine Park. In any case, each possi¬ 
bility will need to be carefully studied. 

Because of the rather unique population of birds, 
unique to Aruba, we are compelled to take the nec¬ 
essary steps to move quickly to conserve the area. 
They placed a ring on the feet of several of the 
birds to monitor their movements.

NASA's last space shuttle 
blasts into history

When Atlantis touches down 
later this month, its flying days 
will be over. But the orbiter 
will still have to be prepped for 
one final mission: educating 
the public about spaceflight, 
and perhaps inspiring young¬ 
sters to become astronauts 
themselves someday. 

Like the two other remain¬ 
ing shuttles — Endeavour and 
Discovery — Atlantis will be¬ 
come a museum showpiece. 
Atlantis won't have to go far; it 
will assume a place of pride in 
the Kennedy Space Center Vis¬ 
itor Complex here. 

Discovery is headed for the 
Smithsonian National Air and 
Space Museum, while Endeav¬ 
our will make the trip west to 
the California Science Center 
in Los Angeles. 

Without the space shuttles, 
NASA will rely on Russian 
Soyuz vehicles to ferry astro¬ 


nauts to and from the space 
station, which is slated to op¬ 
erate until at least 2020. The 
agency wants private Ameri¬ 
can craft to take over this taxi 
service eventually, but that 
probably won't happen for at 
least four or five years. 

For its part, NASA has 
begun shifting its focus beyond 
low-Earth orbit. Last year, Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama charged 
the space agency with sending 
astronauts to an asteroid by 
2025, and then on to Mars by 
the mid-2030s. 

As exciting as both of these 
exploration prospects are, they 
remain far off, both in space 
and time. Right now, most 
thoughts are with Atlantis as it 
streaks toward the space sta¬ 
tion, its final mission closing 
out the life of a spacecraft that 
came to represent a nation in 
many ways.

US stocks slump on gloomy jobs 
data 


Rising Twitter valued 
at $8 bn: report 


WASHINGTON- US stocks 
dropped sharply as markets 
opened on Friday, wiping out 
the previous day's gains after 
disappointing data on unem¬ 
ployment dashed hopes that 
the economic recovery might 
be regaining speed. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average fell 109.21 points 
(0.86 percent) to 12,610.28 in 
the first 20 minutes of trading. 

The broader S&P 500 shed 


13.26 points (0.98 percent) to 
1,339.96, while the tech-heavy 
Nasdaq Composite tumbled 
27.49 points (0.96 percent) to 
2,845.17. 

The sell-off came after the 
Labor Department reported 
that the US economy created a 
paltry 18,000 jobs in June, 
pushing the unemployment 
rate up to 9.2 percent and sig¬ 
nalling that US growth stayed 
very weak during the entire 


second quarter. 

The report was a letdown 
for investors who had hoped 
the US economy was getting 
back on track after being 
bruised by disruptions from the 
Japan earthquake and a surge 
in commodities prices earlier 
this year. 

Financial stocks also took a 
beating, with JPMorgan Chase 
down 1.5 percent and Bank of 
America down 1.7 percent. 


Oil prices slide further on US 
payrolls report 



LONDON, England (AFP) - 
World oil prices sank on Fri¬ 
day as traders took profits 
from the recent rally and di¬ 
gested disappointing payrolls 
data from top global crude 
consumer the United States. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate for 
delivery in August, tumbled 
$2.40 to $96.27 a barrel, after 
gaining $2.02 on Thursday. 

Brent North Sea oil for Au¬ 
gust dropped 55 cents to 


$118.04, giving back only 
some of Thursday's $4.97 
jump. 

The US economy created a 
paltry 18,000 jobs in June, 
well short of modest forecasts 
for 80,000, pushing the unem¬ 
ployment rate up to 9.2 per¬ 
cent and signalling that US 
growth stayed very weak dur¬ 
ing the second quarter. 

The data was a letdown for 
investors who had hoped that 
the world's biggest economy 


was getting back on track. 

US crude inventories fell 
900,000 barrels in the week 
ending July 1. That was well 
short of market forecasts for a 
heavy 2.4-million-barrel drop. 

US gasoline (petrol) re¬ 
serves fell 600,000 barrels last 
week. That confounded ex¬ 
pectations for a gain of 
200,000 barrels and indicated 
stronger demand as prices fell 
and summer vacations began. 


The US micro-blogging web¬ 
site Twitter is gaining value 
and is now worth an estimated 
$8 billion, the New York 
Times reported Friday. 

The newspaper, citing two 
people briefed on the matter, 
said the popular website is in 
the process of raising $400 
million in a deal that has pro¬ 
vided the latest estimation of 
its value. 

The Wall Street Journal had 
reported a similar deal on 
Tuesday, putting the com¬ 
pany's valuation at up to $7 
billion. 

The Times cited one of its 
sources as saying that the fi- 


Israel bars pro-Palestinian activists

BEN GURION AIRPORT, 
(AFP) - Officials at Israel's 
main airport on Friday refused 
entry to 69 people they said 
were pro-Palestinian activists, 
and said most would be repa¬ 
triated on the first available 
flights. 

Correcting earlier com¬ 


ments by police, immigration 
spokeswoman Sabine Hadad 
said that four people had al¬ 
ready flown out of Ben Gurion 
Airport near Tel Aviv, and the 
remainder were in custody 
waiting to travel. 

"They are from Spain, the 
Netherlands, many from 


France, Bulgaria, the United 
States, Germany," she told 
AFP. "Legally they have been 
refused entry, they are not in 
Israel." 

She said that during the 
course of the day 310 people 
were questioned on suspicion 
of taking part in the "Welcome 
to Palestine" campaign, which 
some have called the "flytilla," 
in which up to 800 activists 
were to fly in on a peaceful 
mission to visit Palestinian 
families. 

But Israeli authorities said 
they largely managed to pre¬ 
empt the campaign by foreign 
activists - most from France - 
- who are demonstrating for 
the right of access to the West 
Bank. 

Officials said that by noti¬ 
fying foreign airlines of ticket- 
holders who would not be 
admitted to Israel they pre¬ 
vented hundreds from board¬ 
ing at their ports of departure. 


A statement from the pub¬ 
lic security ministry quoted re¬ 
gional police chief Benzi Sau 
as saying a joint operation by 
police, the foreign ministry 
and transport officials "pre¬ 
vented the departure of hun¬ 
dreds of activists at their 
points of departure for Israel." 

In a statement, the organis¬ 
ers of the "flytilla" campaign 
condemned the Israeli pres¬ 
sure on airlines and threatened 
legal action. 

"We call on all airline com¬ 
panies not to accept such 
provocative, blackmailing and 
illegal actions by the Israeli 
government," it said. 

"Visitors travelling be¬ 
tween countries have rights 
under international law and bi¬ 
lateral travel agreements," it 
added. "Those who had reser¬ 
vations cancelled will exercise 
their right of protest including 
bringing legal cases in their 
own countries."

Research Center said 13 per¬ 
cent of online US adults use 
Twitter, up from eight percent 
in November 2010. The site 
has more than 200 million 
total users.

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Pamplona bull gores 'reckless' 
Australian 



runners flying half-tonne bulls thundering through Pam¬ 
plona's streets Thursday in the first bull-run of Spain's 
San Fermin fiesta, resulting in four injuries. 


Spain- A fighting bull skew¬ 
ered a "reckless” Australian 
thrill-seeker in the leg Friday 
after he taunted the beast in 
Spain’s San Fermin fiesta, or¬ 
ganisers said. 

A half-tonne bull pierced 
the tourist’s right thigh with its 
horn and tossed him across the 
sand of the bull ring in the 
final stage of a daily bull-run 



in Pamplona, northern Spain. 

Doctor's in the bull-ring's 
surgery treated the man for 
damage to a major artery and 
his condition had improved, 
said a spokeswoman for the 
festival organisers. 

The pack of six massive 
bulls and six steers thundered 
846.6 metres through the 
winding streets of Pamplona 
from a holding pen to a bull¬ 
fighting ring in 3 minutes and 
10 seconds, organisers said. 

Thousands of runners, 
most dressed in white with red 
handkerchiefs, surrounded the 
charging bulls, some a few 
paces in front of the beasts' 
horns and others slapping 
them from the side or behind. 

But once the herd entered 
the ring, the Australian tourist, 
dressed in a T-shirt and short 
jeans with a red bandanna 
around his waist, started wav¬ 
ing his arms in the air, running 
and jumping behind a bull. 

When the powerful beast 


turned towards him, the man 
tried to switch direction but 
slipped and tumbled in the 
sand. 

The bull lowered its head 
and drilled a sharp left horn 
into the man's right thigh, toss¬ 
ing him across the ground and 
then pushing its head into the 
man's back. 

Other runners scrambled to 
distract the bull from its at¬ 
tack: one waved a matador's 
cape at the bull's head and an¬ 
other pulled its tail until the 
beast moved away. 

The Australian, whose 
name was not given, stood up 
after his mauling, shown to 
millions on live television. 

Four runners were also in¬ 
jured in the inaugural bull run 
on Thursday, a centrepiece of 
the alcohol-charged festivities 
popularised worldwide by 
Ernest Hemingway's 1926 
novel "The Sun Also Rises". 

The city of some 200,000 
residents expects the festival, 
which runs to July 14, will lure 
at least as many tourists as last 
year when 1.5 million people 
turned out and hotels reported 
a 95-percent occupancy rate. 

Every year between 200 
and 300 participants in the run 
are injured. Most are hurt after 
falling but some are trampled 
or gored by the bulls despite 
increased safety measures. 

In the evenings after the 
daily chase, the beasts are 
killed in the bull ring and their 
meat is served up in city 
restaurants.

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Chinese star Yao tells NBA 
he has retired - report 



HOUSTON, (AFP) - Yao 
Ming, the 2.29m Chinese giant 
who became the NBA's first 
superstar player from Asia, has 
notified the Houston Rockets 
and the NBA that he has re¬ 
tired, according to multiple re¬ 
ports Friday. 

The Houston Chronicle, 
ESPN and Sports Illustrated 


reported that Yao has decided 
against trying to make another 
comeback after injuries limited 
him to playing in only five 
games over the past two NBA 
seasons. 

The Chronicle reported that 
Yao told the club a month ago 
he was not coming back. 

With NBA players locked 
out by owners in a contract 
dispute, there was no immedi¬ 
ate confirmation from the 
Rockets or the league regard¬ 
ing the status of Yao, whose 
groundbreaking career helped 
the global growth of basket¬ 
ball. 

The 30-year-old from 
Shanghai made his debut for 


the Rockets in 2002 after a 
stellar career for the Chinese 
national team and the Shang¬ 
hai Sharks. 

While Yao was not the first 
Chinese player in the NBA, his 
engaging personality made 
him a favorite for sponsors 
seeking a way to attract inter¬ 
est in China and for NBA fans 
across Asia. 

Beyond that, there was a 
formidable set of skills. Yao 
had a shooting touch for shots 
away from the basket, a quick¬ 
ness with the ball that enabled 
him to baffle even the best of 
rival centers, including NBA 
legend Shaquille O'Neal, who 
himself retired last month.

Mukund hit the top score so 
far of 62, and Laxman sup¬ 
ported with 56, featuring in 
two successive half century 
stands, as the Indians contin¬ 
ued their reply to West Indies' 
first innings total of 204 on the 
third day at Windsor Park. 

But their carelessness, as 
well as Virat Kohli's, brought 
West Indies back into the game 
with their attack hamstrung by 
an illness that sidelined fast 
bowler Ravi Rampaul. 

Mukund added 98 with 
Laxman either side of tea be¬ 
fore he was caught at forward 
short leg off leg-spinner De- 
vendra Bishoo, when playing 
defensively on the back-foot, 
he inside-edged the ball, which 
ricocheted onto his thigh pad 
and into the hands of the glee¬ 
ful fielder. 

Kohli has been under pres¬ 
sure to perform, and spent just 
over an hour to continue the 
grind, putting on 52 for the 
fourth wicket with Laxman be¬ 
fore he was caught behind 
down the leg-side off West In¬ 
dies captain Darren Sammy 


for 30. 

Laxman boosted West In¬ 
dies' spirits, when he was 
stumped in bizarre fashion for 
56, becoming the ninth Test 
scalp for Shivnarine Chander- 
paul, peddling his uncompli¬ 
cated leg-spin. 

The stylish Indian batsman 
batted for a little over three 
and a half hours striking three 
fours from 129 balls. 

He reached his 50 from 113 
balls with a pull off a short de¬ 
livery from Bishoo, but he ab- 
sentmindedly failed to keep his 
back-foot grounded, after leav¬ 
ing alone a delivery from 
Chanderpaul. 

West Indies wicketkeeper 
Carlton Baugh effected the 
stumping, confirmed by the 
TV replay umpire. 

Before lunch, Mukund and 
Laxman steadied India, carry¬ 
ing them to 102 for two at the 
interval. 

Mukund reached his 50 
from 132 balls, playing a de¬ 
livery from Bishoo uppishly 
through mid-on off the back- 
foot for a single. 

Vijay's horrific form on this 
trip continued, when he was 
caught behind off Fidel Ed¬ 
wards for five, playing defen¬ 
sively forward at a delivery 
that moved away outside the 
off-stump. 

India were 18 for two, but 
Laxman joined Mukund, and 
they batted fluently to consol¬ 
idate their side's position. 

India hold a 1-0 lead in the 
three Test series, following a 
63-run victory inside four days 
in the first Test at Sabina Park 
in Jamaica, and a draw in the 
second Test at Kensington 
Oval in Barbados. 

The visitors are looking to 
wrap up their second straight 
Test series victory over West 
Indies in the Caribbean. 

They are also looking to 
create a piece of history by be¬ 
coming the first Indian side to 
win a Test and One-day Inter¬ 
national series in the 
Caribbean.

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Pakistan says India rejected revenue sharing plan 


KARACHI (AFP) - Pak- 
istan's cricket chief Ijaz Butt 
has said India rejected a pro¬ 
posal to share revenue from a 
possible series between the 
arch rivals on the grounds 
that India will play host. 

"We hope the series will 
be revived and we told them 
we are ready to play in India 


but revenue should be shared 
50-50, but they did not accept 
the proposal," Butt said in an 
interview broadcast late 
Thursday. 

India cancelled a series 
with Pakistan after Islamist 
gunmen went on the rampage 
in Mumbai in November 
2008, killing 166 people in 


attacks that India and the 
United States blamed on Pak¬ 
istan-based militants. 

Pakistan is slated to tour 
India next February and 
March in the International 
Cricket Council (ICC) Future 
Tour Programme, subject to 
clearance from both govern¬ 
ments. 
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
